| Greeks call Demons. In the mean time they are 
confounded with thoſe Giants mentioned in 
Scripture, in the firſt Age of the World, and 
of whom the Greeks have made a complete Hi- 
ſtory. The Place of their Abode in Thahmu- 
rass Time was calld Jiniſtan, or the King- 
dom of Fins, which had the ſame Extent with 
the Mountain of Caf, which incompaſſes the 
Earth, according as they fancy, Thahmuras 
was tranſported into thoſe imaginary Countries, 
or Fairy-Land, by a ſtrange Bird, which 
the Arabians call, by way of Excellence, the 
Great Bird; and the Per/ians, the Wonderful 
Griffin; for, according to the Zaftern People, 
it ſpeaks all Languages, and underſtands Reli- 
gion» as we ſhall ſee anon; fo that it was a 
airy, in Form of a Bird. Caherman Nameb 
ſays, that Simorg Anta being ask'd his Age, an- 
ſwer' d, This World is very ancient, for it has 
been already Seven times fill'd with Creatures, 
and as often emptied of all Sorts of them; that 
the Age of Adam, in which we now are, is to 
indure 7000 Years, which makes a great Cycle; 
and that it had already ſeen Twelve of thoſe 
Revolutions, and knew not how many more it 
had to ſee. | The ſame Author tells us, that Si- 
morg Anka was a great Friend to Adam's Race,

and-a capital Enemy to the Divs; had known 

Adam, ſworn Fealty to him, and profeſfs'd 

the ſame Religion; had foretold Thahmuras 
and Caherman all did befal them, promis'd to

Which they wore in their Helmets; and thence 
came the Cuſtom of Soldiers wearing Feathers 
ever ſince. Simorg Anka was always invincible 
in the Battles which it fought alone againſt the 
Divs, and all the Heroes whom it favour'd, did, 
by its Means, obtain great Advantages over 
them. They alledge alſo, that it is able of it 
Jelf to exterminate that Race, but that God had 
given it a fecret Order to the contrary. Thah- 
muras being tranſported into the Mountain of 
La, aſſiſted the Peris, that is, the good De- 
mons, againſt the D:vs, or the evil ones, be- 
tween whom there was a perpetual War. Ar- 
Jenk, a famous Giant, perceiving the Peris 
gain'd great Advantages over him and his Peo- 
ple, by Thahmurass Aſſiſtance, ſent a ſolemn 
Embaſſy to that Prince to demand Peace. Im- 
lam, Chief of the Embaſſy, abandon'd the 
Party of the Divs and join'd Thahmuras, and 
Sy his Taliſmanical and Magical Art he did ſuch 
_preat Things, that Thahmuras did thereby ren- 
der himſelf Maſter of the whole Mountain of 
- Caf, and not only fubdu*d Arjenk, but another 
Giant more terrible than he, nam'd Demruſb, 
Who, like the Latin Cacus, had his Retreat in 
a Cave in the Midſt of a vaſt Treaſure, 
which he had ſcrap'd together from Perſia and 
the Indies, where he made frequent *

He alſo kept Merjan, the Fairy, Priſoner im his

The moſt famous among the Nere, who may 
be taken for Giants, and who did the moſt Miſ- 
chief to Men in ancient Times, were Demruſh 
Nere, Shelan Nere, Mordaſh Nere, and Caha- 
maraj Nere, who did all wage Wars with 
the firſt Princes of the Eaſt, till the Reign of 
Thahmuras, who was ſur-nam'd Divbend, the 
Binder of the Divs, becauſe he vanquiſh'd em,

Mabeb, the Son of Manbas, according to the 


Report of Abujafer, in his Chronicle, tells us, 
that God, before the Creation of Adam, created 
the Divs and gave em this World to govern, 
during the Space of 7000 Years ; after which 
Time the Peri ſucceeded em, and poſſeſs'd the 
World for 2000 Years more, under the Empire 
of Fan-ben Jan, their ſole, and ſovereign Mo- 
narch. But theſe two Sorts of Creatures falling 
into Diſobedience, God ſet Eblis over them for 
their Maſter, who being of a more noble Na- 
ture and form'd of the Element of Fire, had firſt 
of all been bred up among the Angels. This 
Eblis, after he had receiv'd his Orders from God, 
_ deſcended from Heaven into this World and 
made War with the Divs and Peris, who were 
united together for their common Defenſe, At 
this Time it was that ſome of the Divs took the 
right Side and remain'd in the World *till Adam's 
Days, nay, till thoſe of Soloman, who had ſome 
of them in his Service.

Nowy Eblis, tho', he was of the Order of 
Agel being become ſo puiſſant, was not ſo 
wiſe as the other Creatures: For he forgot him- 
ſelf to that Degree as to vaunt, Ido is like to 
me?

| *"Thereupon, God, provok'd at his Pride, re- 
ſolv'd to humble him, and for that Purpoſe cre- 
ated Mankind, whom he form'd out of the 
Earth, and gave the Government of it to him. 
He alſo commanded Eblis, as well as all the 
other Angels, to adore the Man whom he had 
created: But this haughty Aſpirer, ſeconded by 
a Troop of his own Gang, refus'd his Obedi- 
ence, and ſo was deſpoil'd of all his Sovereignty. 
For this Reaſon he had the euern Names given 
him of Da, or Re e ; Sheithan, ox Sa- 
than, which ſignifies, L ; and Eblis, 
or Deſperate ; for ha "firſt Name was Hareth, 
which ſignifies, a Governor, or Guardian. 
Peri, in Perſian, ſignifies the fine, ' or hand- 
fome Species of theſe Creatures, who are neither + 
Men, Angels, nor Devils; which the Arabians 
call Jong and we uſually ZHobgoblins and Spi- 
rits. Thoſe Peri, in the ancient Perfian Ro» 
mances, are the ſame which we call Faries; they 
aſſign them a particular Country for their Habi- 
tation, which the Eaftern People call Jiniſtan, 
and we Fairy-land.

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Oriental uſually pronounce p like f : The

"chant. Some are of Opinion; that the Peri were 
the Females of the Divi; for the Perfians n 
thoſe Div whom the Arabians tile Fin, which 
are Spirits, Genii, and Giants, and ſometimes | 
ſignify Demons; but it is certain, that, in all the 
ancient Turkiſh and Perſian Romances, there is 
Mention made of be, as well as ſhe Peris, as 
there is among the Furies; and we read parti- 
cularly in the Thahmutath Nameh, that Dal 
Peri and Milan Shah Peri were Brothers to 
Merjan Peri, who was carried away by a mighty 
Div, or Giant Fairy, nam'd Turaſp Nereh. 
It is certain that, according to the Oriental My- 
thologiſts, theſe Peri do no Miſchief; that for 
Beauty they ſurpaſs all other Creatures of their 
Species; and thence it is that the PR Fan Poets 
all x betutifet Perſon: Peri-zadeb,-that is, the 
Child of a Fairy; and hence the Greeks deriv'd 
the Word Faru, as they did thoſe of Statira 
and Roxana from the Perſian Words Sitarah 
and Roben, i. e. Star and Light: But, on the con- 
trary, the Divs whom they call Dio Nereh, the 
Male Divs, are wicked and ugly 75 and drdinari- 
ly make War againſt the Peyis. In the'Cabers

Ad, King of Arabia, his own Nephew ; who 
beinga moſt ambitious Prince, and makingtheIm- 
piety of his Uncle his Pretenſe, ſent a puiſſant 
Army againſt him, under the Leading of Zohak, 
the Son of Oluan. This Captain, with little 
Trouble, fought Giam Shid : For he took him 
unprovided, and eaſily defeated a raw Multitude 
whom a long Peace had ſoftened into Effemina- 
| ** upon which the King was forced to fly and 
ndon his Dominions to the Uſurper.

Giam Schid thus deſpoil'd of his Empire, dur- 


ing his Exile, took a Tour about the habitable 
World, as ſome Hiſtorians report. However,

Several Hiſtorians make 
him contemporary with David and Salomon, 
and allow him a Reign of 150 Years. . 
The Tarikth Montekheb tells us, that Kay Kaws 
put his Son Siaueſbh to Death, upon a bare Suſ- 
picion which he had of his Familiarity with his 
1 Saudabah ; but Khondemir re- 
lates the Story quite another Way. He reports, 
that Kay Kaws, waging War with Zulzogar King 
of 7 * roman in that Part of Arabia which lies be- 
| Perfian Gulf, was inform'd that his 
deny had a Daug hter who was tranſcendently 
beautiful, which ad him to offer his Ad- 
verſary Peace, upon nnn he would give 
him his Daughter in Marriage; and this was 
that Princeſs whom the Perfians "all Saudabah.

28 en Hos RAW Dry Hos us inthe 
ed Parvix, is the true Name of the 
WE twenty-third King of Perſia, of 
dhe Dynaſty of the Saſſanians. He 
" was, as we have feen, the Son of 
Hormuz, Grand-Son of Khoſraw, or Nour- 
Hirwan al Adel, or the ut. . 
So ſoon as he had taken Poſſeſſion of the 
Perſian Diadem, after the Misfortune which 
befel his Father, Baharam Chubin, who was 
the firſt who proclaimed him Emperor, after 
he had only made Uſe of his Name to diſpoſ- 
ſeſs Hormux, and take his Place, made it his 
Bufineſs to rid himſelf of this new Competitor. 
To this Purpoſe, he marched with a puiſſent 
Army, and preſented himſelf in View of Ma- 
dain, the Capital City of the Perſian Empire, 
from ws lt Khoſraw ſet out with his own 
Troops to fight him. The Battle was fought 
in a Place called Neberwan; and Khoſraw, who 
loſt the Day, was, forced to flee up into the 
Country. at; 1 hw? Father, who was blind, 
as Was Wy knowing, that he was not a- 
ble to hold out any longer againſt the Forces 
of Baharam, who kept him block'd up pre- 
ſently after the Battle won, adviſed him to 
have Recourſe to the Protection of Mauri 
_ tius, the Grecian Emperor. 5 
Mean while, Hindoviab and Botha "his 4

For, while that Prince, who had mounted his 
Horſe, was haſtening to reach the Country 
of the Greeks, he remained in the Monaſtery, 
and dreſs d ' himſelf in his Nephew's Royal.

Sigouſban, granted him likewiſe that Requeſt, 
and, very early next Morning, all his Follow- 
2 being mounted, he came to the Gate of the: 
, to: haſten Khoſraw's. Departure, and 
m_ hy indoviah, who made him wait a long 
Time. At length, the Sun being a great 
Height, and no Excuſe remaining for longer 
The Hindoviah appeared, and diſcovered to 

Sicouban the Trick he had play'd him, to give. 
the King Time to make his Eſcape, - 

The Commander, in a ftrange Confuſion, . 
for having ſuffered himſelf to be ſo impoſed 
on, could find no other Expedient but to carry, 
Hindoviah to Baharam's Camp, to let him un- 
derſtand, from his own Mouth, how he had. 
ſerved him. Baharam took on him no other 
Revenge than ſending him to Priſon. 

Some Hiſtorians place Babaram in the Num- 
ber of the Kings of Perfia, on Khoſraw Parvis's. 
Flight out of his o.]n Dominions : But he 
re but a very ſhort Time.

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peror Mauritius not or LINE received the illuſtri-

ous Fugitive with urteſy, but gave him 
m Marriage his e, whom. fome call 
Mary, and others Frene. 

_© Khoſraw ſtay'd a Year and a half among the 
Greeks, and that Time being expired, the Em- 
peror Mauritius furniſhed him with à numerous 
Army, under Conduct of his own vo on, whom 
the fans. name Nathous, to reſtore him to 
his Kingdom. He preſently entered by the 
Way of Adberbejan, or Media, where he was 


joined by Eindeviah, who had made his Eſ- 


cape out of Priſon, and raiſed a Wußten 
Body of Forces. 

Theſe Tidings reaching Baharam's Ears, 
he met him with his whole Power. But For- 
tune favoured the young Prince, ſo that Baha- 
ram, after a moſt ignominious Overthrow, 
was glad to reach Turqueftan, and implore the 
Protection of the Khacan, in whoſe Service he 
paſs'd ſome Years : But at laſt he was poiſoned 
at the Sollicitation of Khoſraw, with whom 
the Khacan was willing to hold a good Cor N 
feſpondence. 115 

After this Vi&ory, Löt PR a tri- 
umphant Entry into his capital City Madain, 
where he received Embaſſies and Preſents from 
all Parts. He heaped Honours and Favours 
upon the Greeks, who had fo well ſerved him, 
and ſent them back after he had reſtored to 
them certain Towns in Meſopotamia, taken 
from them by his Father and Grand-father. 
But fourteen Vears after, the Emperor Mau- 
ritiu „ whom he regarded as his Father, being 
—— put 
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put to Death, with all his Children, except one 
who fled for Sanctuary into Perſia, he made 
a bloody Wat upon them, and, in a little Time, 
not only regained from them what he had re- 
ſtored, but, ſtripped them of ſeveral other con- 
ſiderable Countries in Syria and eliewhere, . - 
Nevertheleſs, Xheſratw, with all his Efforts, 
could never re- inſtate the Son of Mauritius; for 
Phocas, who had uſurped the Empire, had He- 
raclius for his Succeſſor, who was the Ground 
of a tedious War between the Greets and Per- 
ſians; the Iſſue of which, proved very fatal to 
Khoſraw. But firſt, let us ſay ſomewhat con- 
cerning the Throne of Kboſraw, whereof all. 
the ancient Hiſtorians make Mention. 
This Throne was, as we may fay, a ſpaci- 
ous Palace of a prodigious Height, and whoſe 
Extent was ſo vaſt, that it was ſupported by 
forty thouſand Pillars of Silver, ranged all in 
different Orders of Architecture. The Roof 
was embelliſhed with a thouſand. Globes of 
Gold, which had a various Motion, and repre- 
ſented the Planets, and ſeveral Conſtellations 
of the Zodiac, The Walls were adorned with. 
thirty thouſand embroidered Counter-panes, di- 
vided into ſundry Compartiments, 1 
Under this Palace were ſeveral Vaults, 
wherein were depoſited immenſe Treaſures of 
Gold, Silver, Jewels, and coſtly Drugs ; and. 
one of theſe Treaſuries was called by the Name 
of Badaverd, or, brought by the Mind, by Rea- 
ſon of a remarkable Accident which made

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For the Grecian Emperor, having embarked 
whitever he had of moſt coſtly and precious 
on a Fleet of Ships which he ſent to Conflan- 

tinople, the ſaid Fleet was driven by contrary 
Winds into the Ports of E hag who was 
at that Time Maſter of all Syria, and Part

Egypt So that all this vaſt Wealth fell into 
the Hands of that Monarch's Governors, and 
was by them immediately diſpatched away to 
Madain, where it was lay'd up in one of the 
hundred Treaſuries, belonging to the King, | 
which, for that Reaſon, was called Bats L 
or brought by the W: nd. : 
Among other moſt valuable Things, where- 
of this 'T reaſure conſiſted, there was a certain

Beſides the Magnificence of this Palace, Khoſ- 
raw's Seraglio was filled with three thouſand 
free, and as many captiv'd Damſels, all ſelected 
from every Quarter of his vaſt Empire; and 
ten thouſand Men compoſed his ordinary Guard: 
And, in his Stables, he had ſix thouſand Horſes 
and and Mules, for his own riding.

The Cauſe of their Revolt was, becauſe Ali 
bad refered his Intereſts to two Arbitrators ; 
for which: Reaſon, ſome of the Fraguians told 
him, that he had done ill to refer to the Judg- 
ment of Men that which depended only upon 
God ; and that, inftead of preſerving the Peace 
which he had made, it became him to purſue 
his Enemies, who were alſo the Enemies of 
Gop, and give them no Quarter, To which

Ali made it out with great Vehemence, that

aben Cais, who diſcharged his Truſt with ex- 
traordinary Prudence. For there being at that 
Time a potent Faction of Othoman's Favor- 
ers, he knew ſo well how to comply with the 
Times, that he managed all Things with 
uncommon Policy and Addreſs, This Con- 
duct of Saad gave Mawiah Occaſion to 
give it out in all Places, that this Governor 
was one of his Friends, and that he acted by 
Agreement with him; and this Report he 
ſpread abroad on Purpoſe to render him ſuſ- 
pected to Ali, tho' he was all this while one 
of the beſt Friends he had. And this ſecond 
Artifice of Moaviah ſucceeded fo well, that Ali 
res- called Saad from his Government, and con- 
ferred it upon Mohammed, the Son of Abubecr, 
the firſt Khalifa, which was the Cauſe of ma-
